Dom Pedre in Lisbon. 
By Cable and Associated Press. } 


Lrspon, Dec. 7.—The steamer Ala- 
gias, with ex-Emperor Dom Pedro of 
Brazil and party on board, and flying 
the old Brazilian flag, arrived in the 
Tagus this morning. She anchored 
off Belem, a suburb of Lisbon, oppo- 
site the Lazarette, but was not com- 
pelled to undergo quarantine. The 
party came ashore immediately. 

The Dom Pedro party landed at the 
naval arsenal. Before they left the 
steamer she was ‘boarded by King 
Carlos, Who extentled a warm welcomé 
to the ex-Emperor. Dom Pedro is in 
excellent spirits and appears not té 
suffer by the recent events in Brazil/ 
It ig said that he intends to issue a 
manifesto to the Brazilian people.'* «° 
It is learned from an interview with 
members of Dom Pedro’s party that he 
and his family were at their summer 
residence at Peteropolis, near Rio Jan- 
eiro, when the revolution occurred. 
Upon learning what had happened, he 
at once returned to Rio Janeiro and 
beld a meeting of his Ministers. He 
tried to form a new Ministry, with 
Sarawa at its head, but to this DaFon- 
seca objected, saying that a Repnblic 
had been declared and was supported 
by the military; that the presence of 
the Imperial family in Brazil was in- 
compatible with the existing state of 
affairs, and they must soon leave the 
country. The Emperor, alter consult- 
ing his friends, decided to agree to the 
demands of the Republicans. No 
communication was allowed to pass 
between Dom Pedro and the foreign 
representatives. 

At 2 o’clock the following morning 
Major Tompofsci, with a detachment 
of soldiers, went to the palace and 
placed the members of the Imperial 
family under, arrest, while still in 
bed. He bore written orders from 
General DaFonseca that the Emperor 
and family should embark forthwith ; 
that the Government would not allow 
them to wait until daylight, as they 
feared any demonstration in the streets 
in fayor of Dom Pedro might result in 
bloodshed. The measure was couvsid- 
ered doubly necessary by the Republi- 
can leaders, as the students in the city 
were well supplied with arms and 
greatly excited. 

Count. d’Eau and wife (Princess 
Isabel, the Emperor’s daughter) and 
their children were compelled to leave 
the palace at 3.0’clock Suuday morning 
and walk to the qtay. Dom Pedro 
and the Empress followed immedi- 
ately in a carriage, urder the escort of 
a body of troops. 

The Imperial party embarked on a 
steam launch and were taken toa man- 
of-war, which immediately proceeded 
to Liha Grande, about sixty-eight miles 
from Rio Janeiro, where the party 
were kept as prisoners until the after- 
noon, when they were transferred to 
the Alagoes, and the latter vessel at 
once sailed for Lisbon. 


‘Dom Pedro declines to discuss the 
recent events.in Brazil. He intends 
to go to Spain on a visit to Duke De 
Montpensier. Dom Pedro will prob- 
ably remain in Lisbon a few days, and 
then proceed to Paris. 

Lonpon, Dec. 7.—A special dispatch 
from Lisbon says: In an interview on 
board the Alagoas the ex-Emperor 
stated that he did not intend to issue a 
manifesto. He said: “I have no 
desire to busy myself longer with the 
Brazilian affairs. 1 have had no inter- 


ment. I received a telegram at my 
summer palace. at Peteropolis, an- 
noyncing that, the, revolution had 
triumphed, and upon its receipt I went 
to Rio Janeiro myself at 

the disposal of the revolutionary Gov- 
ernment. The palace at Rio Janeiro 
wag, instantly encircled by troops, and

Lying in State 
By Associated Press. | 

New Oreans, Dec. 7.—The remains | 
of Jefferson Davis are lying in state in 
the Council Chamber at the City Hall. 
The coffin rests upon a catalafaque de- 
void of much ornamentation. The 
casket has a silver plate upon which 
is the simple inscription, ‘‘Jefferson 
Davis at Rest,’’ with the date of his 
death. Badges of Confederate associa- 
ations, the flag of the Washington ar- 
tillery carried through the war, a/ 


Spanish daggers, fastened together 
with a purple ribbon, are the only 
other ornaments. The room is dark- 
ened and lit up by clusters of elec- 
tric lights, their brilliancy being 
dimmed by the sable drapery. 

Soldiers in uniform stand guard, 
Stacks of arms and cannon fill the cor- 
ners of the chamber, and all around 
the walls are rows of plants and shrub- 
bery. Since the early morning peuple 
liave been pouring into town to takea 
last look at the dead, All classes are 
represented in the procession by the 
bier, the number of colored people 
being marked. 

The mourning is general, every place 
of prominence in the city having put 
on black. 

A noteworthy event of this morning 
was a telegram sent by Mayor Shakes- 
peare to Secretary of War Proctor, offi- 
cially notifying him of the death of ex-

So in three years the birds will stand hifn | 
in only at the above balance of $685, when 
the real value of his birds will be at least 
$1,000 a pair a year to him, for they would | 
be old enough to commence laying, when 
each pair (supposing the sexes to be equal) | 
would hatch at least ten clucks annually, | 
and valuing them only at *100 apiece when | 
hatched, plainiy snows his birds to be worth 
that amount per year. 

Calculating only ten chicks from a pair of | 
birds per year is far below their ordinary | 
average. I know of a pair that laid ninety- | 
twoeges inone year, of which seventy 
hatched by artificial incubation from which | 
sixty-five were raised. Having only three 
pluckings in three years is less than usual- 
ly practiced in South Africa, where it is 
customary to pluck birds every eight, 
months. But this should not be, as the fol- 
lowing crops are matenally deteriorated 
thereby. | 

To be successful with birds the great se- | 
cretis to give them all the green fodder | 
they will eat, with alittle grain only when | 
the thermometer keeps below 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. They will manage without 
water nearly if so fed, except for purpose 
of ablution.
